WHEREAS, the City of Austin has expended much time and money in an
effort to make available to 1ts cltizens the park end recreational facili-
ties necessary to promote the genersl welfare of a progressive city; and

WHEREAS, becauge of the rapld growth in population and the expansion
of the business and residential areas, it is necessary that the City set
alsde areas for the development of park and recreational facilities; and

WHERZAS, it is most efficient, both from the standpoint of city
economy and proper city planning, to select gites best fitted for park and
recreational purposes during the period of the area's development and
growth, rather than after 1% has become static: and

WHEREAS, in the development of such park it is necessary to erect,
congtruct and place thereon buildings and other permanent improvements of
great value, besides the equipment of it for permenent park purposes makes
1t necessary that the Clty of Austin acquire the title to the land therein
in fee simple; snd

WHEREAS, taking into consideration the great Zilker Park in the south-
ern portion of the City and the other park systems, it ls necessary and
proper to establish and malntaln adequate park and recreationsl facilities
for the northern ares of the City, which now has no gsuch facilities, and
the location of the land hereinafter described is convenient and sultable
for such purpose; now, therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT the City of Aystin acquire for park and recreational purposes,
hy direct purchase or condemnation, if necessary, the fee simple title %o
the following demcribed lands:

Said gas main described above shall have a covering of
not less than 2% feet,

(3) A gas main in EVERGREEN AVENUE from = point 353 feet
north of West Mary Strest northerly 104 feet, the center-
line of which gas main shall be T feet west of, and par
allel to, the east property line of ssild Everzreen Avenue.

Sald gas main described sbove ghall have a cover of notb
less than 2% feet.

(4) A gas main in COLETO STREET from = point 107 feet south of
East 16th Street south to East 1U4th Street, the centerline
of which gas main shall be 6} feet west of, and parsllel
to, the east property line of said Coleto Street,

Sald gas main described sbove shall have a cover of not
less than 2} feet,

(5) 4 gas main in BAST FOURTEENTH STREET from Coleto Street
west T4 feet, the centerlihe of which gas mein shall be
75 feet south of, and parallel to, the north property line
of sald Bast l4th Street.

Satd gas main described above shgll have a cover of not
less than 2% feet.

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the
City of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned sbove is clear
from other underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we
hpve at hand, and that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference
to the fact that greater depths may not be required at special points.When
the Texas Public Service Company requires definite information upon the
ground ag to elevations or working pointe from which to base the location
of thelr assignments, they shall apply to the City Enginsering Department
not less than three (3) days before such information 1s required. The Texas
Public Service Company is further put upon notice that they will be requir-
ed to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of any underground utility
damaged during the construction of lines named in this resolution.
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: AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug,
water must be used at intervels during the course of backfilling of the
ditches, ‘

'THAT the work and laying of sald gas meins, including the excavation
in the streets and the restoration and maintensnce of sald streets after
said maing have been laid, shall be under the supervision and direction of
the City Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the
certain franchise granted to said Company by the City of Austin,
